DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  DEGREE 

Mr.  Robert  F.  Rich  was  born  on  June  23,  1883,  at 
Woolrich,  Pennsylvania.  He  attended  Mereersburg 
Academy  in  1902  and  was  graduated  from  Dickinson 
Seminary  in  1903.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence degree  from  Dickinson  College  in  Carlisle,  Penn- 
sylvania. He  was  in  the  class  of  1907  at  Dickinson 
and  was  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Fraternity. 


ROBERT  FLEMING  RICH 

Mr.  Rich,  who  served  nine  terms  in  Congress,  is 
probably  best  known  nationally  for  the  expression 
which  became  his  trademark  while  in  Washington, 
"Where  are  you  going  to  get  the  money?"  He  was 
elected  to  Congress  with  a  large  majority  from  the 
Sixteenth  District  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Edgar 
R.  Kiess  whose  death  occurred  in  1931. 

Mr.  Rich  succeeded  his  father,  M.  B.  Rich,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Williamsport- 
Dickinson  Junior  College  after  his  father's  death  in 
1931.  He  has  continued  to  serve  Lycoming  College 
in  the  same  capacity.  His  present  position  with  the 
Woolrich  Woolen  XI  ills  in  Woolrich,  Pennsylvania,  is 
that  of  Vice  President  and  Treasurer.  He  is  President 
of  the  Avis  State  Bank  of  Clinton  County,  and  an 
officer  or  director  of  the  following:

FIVE  HONORED  AT 
110th  COMMENCEMENT 

At  the  110th  Annual  Commencement  of  Lycoming 
College  on  June  8,  1958,  five  honorary  degrees  will 
be  conferred.  Having  been  granted  the  authority  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
two  of  the  honorary  degrees  will  be  conferred  for  the 
first  time;  they  are  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  and 
Doctor  of  Laws. 

It  is  significant  that  the  first  Doctor  of  Laws  De- 
gree should  be  conferred  on  an  alumnus,  The  Honor- 
able Robert  F.  Rich.  He  was  elected  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  Williamsport-Diekinson 
Junior  College  in  1931  and  has  continued  to  serve 
Lycoming  College  in  the  same  capacity.  Also  receiv- 
ing the  Doctor  of  Laws  Degree  is  George  Shuman, 
Jr.,  Financial  Vice-President  and  Treasurer  of  Dickin- 
son College. 

Bunche  Commencement  Speaker 
The  Commencement  speaker,  Dr.  Ralph  J.  Bunche, 
Under-Secretary  Without  Department,  United  Na- 
tions, will  be  the  first  person  to  receive  the  honorary 
degree,  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters,  from  Lycoming 
College.  The  Doctor  of  Divinity  Degree  will  be  con- 
ferred on  the  Rev.  Howard  T.  Brinton,  a  missionary 
of  The  Methodist  Church  who  returns  to  the  Belgian 
Congo  later  this  year.  Mr.  William  T.  Piper,  Presi- 
dent and  Chairman  of  the  Roard  of  the  Piper  Aircraft 
Corporation,  will  be  the  recipient  of  the  degree, 
Doctor  of  Humanities.

RALPH  JOHNSON  BUNCHE 

Dr.  Ralph  J.  Bunche  was  born  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
on  August  4,  1904.  He  attended  public  schools  in 
Detroit,  Albuquerque  and  Los  Angeles,  and  received 
his  A.B.  degree  at  the  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles.  He  obtained  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
(major  in  Government  and  International  Relations) 
at  Harvard  University  and  did  post-doctoral  work  in 
Anthropology  at  Northwestern  University,  the  London 
School  of  Economics  and  the  University  of  Cape 
Town,  South  Africa. 

Dr.  Bunche  was  a  member  of  the  Howard  Uni- 
versity faculty  for  22  years  resigning  in  1950  with  the 
rank  of  Professor.  During  the  war  he  transferred  to 
the  State  Department  where  he  rose  rapidly  becom- 
ing the  Acting  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Dependent 
Area  Affairs.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Delegation  to  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Conference 
in  1944,  the  United  Nations  Conference  on  Inter- 
national Organizations  at  San  Francisco  in  1945  and 
the  First  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Nations  in 
London  in  1946.  In  1946  the  United  Nations  re- 
quested his  services  on  loan  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment, and  he  subsequently  accepted  a  permanent 
post  in  the  United  Nations  Secretariat.  Following 
the  death  of  Count  Folke  Bernadotte,  Mr.  Bunche 
was  appointed  by  the  Security  Council  as  Acting 
United    Nations   Mediator   in   Palestine. 

Mr.  Bunche  held  the  post  of  Principal  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Trusteeship  and  Information  from 
Non-Self-Governing  Territories  of  the  United  Nations 
from  1947  to  1954.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  Under 
Secretary  without  specific  department  responsibility. 
He  was  ,i  member  of  the  first  International  Conference 
on  the  Peaceful  Uses  of  Atomic  Energy  at  Geneva 
in  August  1955. 

Dr.  Bunche  has  been  the  recipient  of  numerous 
honorary  degrees  and  awards.  Among  the  latter  were 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  1950,  the 
Springarn  Medal  in  1949.  the  Four  Freedoms  Award 
in  1951  and  the  Peace  Award  ol  the  Third  Order  of 
St.  Francis  in   1954. 


HOWARD  THOMAS  BRINTON 

The  Rev.  Howard  Thomas  Brixton,  son  of  pioneer 
missionaries  of  The  Methodist  Church  to  the  Belgian 
Congo,  was  taken  to  Africa  at  the  age  of  six  months. 
He  made  his  first  extended  visit  to  this  country  in 
1934  at  which  time  he  enrolled  for  his  senior  year  at 
Dickinson  Seminary.  Two  years  later  he  was  gradu- 
ated from  YVilliamsport-Dickinson  Junior  College.  He 
completed  his  work  for  the  bachelor's  degree  at  As- 
bury  College,  Wilmore,  Kentucky  in  1939. 

After  a  period  of  two  years  in  Africa  as  secretary 
to  Bishop  John  M.  Springer,  Mr.  Brinton  returned  to 
the  States  and  enrolled  at  Wesley  Theological  Sem- 
inary. He  was  accepted  by  the  Central  Pennsylvania 
Conference  as  a  full  member  in  1943.  In  1944  he 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sacred  Theology 
and  the  following  vear  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
from  the  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation,  Hartford, 
Connecticut. 

Until  1951,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brinton  lived  at  the 
mission  station  of  Kapanga,  a  primitive  part  of  the 
Southwestern  Belgian  Congo.  Their  furlough  year 
of  1951-'52  was  spent  in  Williamsport,  Penna.,  after 
which  they  resided  for  a  year  in  Brussels,  Belgium. 
There  Mr.  Brinton  took  required  educational  studies 
in  French  and  was  awarded  a  degree  by  the  Belgian 
educational  authorities  qualifying  him  to  supervise 
accredited  schools  of  The  Methodist  Church.  While 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Jadotville  District  of 
the  Southern  Congo  Methodist  Annual  Conference, 
he  undertook  construction  of  four  large  churches. 

When  Mr.  Brinton  returns  to  the  Belgian  Congo 
this  summer,  he  will  be  appointed  to  develop  new 
work  in  the  city  of  Kolwezi  where  80,000  Africans 
now  live  in  large  mining  communities.  The  Congo, 
and  particularly  the  Kolwezi  area,  has  been  chosen 
as  one  of  the  four  "Lands  of  Decision"  of  the  Method- 
ist Church,  for  emphasis  during  this  quadrennium.

GEORGE  SHUMAN,  JR. 

Mr.  George  Shuman,  Jr.  was  born  in  Jersey  Shore, 
Pennsylvania,  on  December  23,  1914.  He  completed 
his  public  school  education  there  in  1932.  After  one 
year  at  Bucknell  he  transferred  to  Dickinson  and 
received  his  Ph.B.  degree  in  1937.  Prior  to  his  gradu- 
ation he  held  summer  employment  at  his  alma  mater. 
He  joined  the  Dickinson  staff  in  1937  and  has  been 
there  continuously  with  the  exception  of  a  two-year 
military  leave  of  absence.  During  this  period  he 
served  as  a  Supply  Officer  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
Mr.  Shuman  began  his  employment  at  Dickinson 
as  Executive  Assistant  to  the  President.  During  the 
next  two  decades  he  held  important  offices  in  both 
the  business  and  athletic  departments.  He  served  as 
Treasurer  of  the  College,  Superintendent  of  Grounds 
and  Buildings,  Purchasing  Agent,  Bookstore  Manager, 
Business  Manager  of  Athletics,  Military  Property 
Custodian  of  R.  O.  T.  C.  Unit,  and  Vice-Chairman  of 
Athletic  Board  of  Control.  In  1955  he  assumed  his 
present  position  as  Financial  Vice-President  and 
Treasurer  of  the  College,  in  charge  of  the  Develop- 
ment and  Planning  of  the  College  Program  as  Director. 

During  the  20  years  he  has  lived  in  Carlisle,  Mr. 
Shuman  has  been  very  active  in  educational  as  well 
as  civic  organizations.

WILLIAM  THOMAS  PIPER 

Mr.  William  T.  Piper  was  born  on  January  8,  1881, 
at  Knapps  Creek,  New  York.  He  attended  high 
school  in  Bradford,  Pennsylvania  and  was  graduated 
from  that  institution  in  1899.  He  continued  his  for- 
mal education  at  Harvard  University  and  in  1903  the 
degree  Bachelor  of  Science  was  conferred  upon  him. 
His  major  academic  interest  while  at  Harvard  was 
engineering. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Harvard,  Mr.  Piper 
was  active  in  the  petroleum  industry.  He  was  em- 
ployed as  a  construction  engineer  and  later,  as  con- 
struction superintendent,  working  in  the  oil  fields  in 
the  Bradford  area.  It  was  about  this  time  that  he 
became  acquainted  with  C.  G.  Taylor  and  subse- 
quently took  a  definite  interest  in  aviation.  In  1936 
he  bought  out  Mr.  Taylor's  share  of  the  Taylor 
Brothers  Aircraft  Corporation  and  became  president, 
treasurer  and  chairman  of  the  board.  A  year  later 
their  Bradford  plant  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire. 
This  resulted  in  the  acquisition  of  their  present  plant 
which  is  located  in  Lock  Haven,  Penna. 

Mr.  Piper  is  the  President  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  Piper  Aircraft  Corp.  He  is  also  Presi- 
dent of  the  Lock  Haven  Hospital  Board;  Chairman 
of  the  Utility  Aircraft  Council,  Aircraft  Industries 
Association;  Vice-President  of  the  Manufacturers 
Aircraft  Association;  and  a  Partner  of  the  Dallas  Oil
